BRIEF HISTORY OF THE SPAIN 

STREET CHURCH OF GOD, NEW 
ORLEANS, LA. 

The picture on the front cover was taken 
during the Spain Street, New Orleans, La., 
broadcast program, November 19. I think I 
am right in saying that a local church member 
painted the beautiful background picture. 
The personnel of the front group standing are 
left to right, O. C. McManus, brother to the 
pastor; Mrs. and Rev. Owen McManus; his fa- 
ther, O. L. McManus, the pastor; J. D. Bright, 
visiting minister, and ———————— McManus, 
nephew of the pastor. It was a delight to be 
with the church for their “Know Your Church 
Week.” The church has a good pastor and he 
has a good membership. Following is an im- 
pressive brief history of the New Orleans 
Church. 

The Spain Street Church of God was 
set in order in January, 1935, by Revs. 
Robert E. Blackwood, overseer and 
Albert Ruiz, pastor. Rev. Blackwood 
came to New Orleans upon invitation 
from Rev. Ruiz to receive the local 
church into the Church of God. At 
that time, the pastor and church, of 
32 members, was Assembly of God. 
Rev. Ruiz continued as pastor that 
Assembly year. 

Following Rev. Ruiz, was Rev. Frank 
Ainsworth for one year. Then, Rev. 
J. B. Cole pastored for one year, and 
Rev. Frank Ainsworth came back to 
pastor another year. I am sure each of 
these pastors and their families played 
an important part in this work and 
made great sacrifices for it. 

In the year 1941, Rev. O. L. McManus 
came to New Orleans as pastor. He 
learned that the church had an option 
on two lots where the church building 
and the parsonage were located, on 
Spain Street. The church building and 
the parsonage were rented by Rev. 
Ruiz for $9 a month. The church 
had an option on the two properties, 
and the date for the option 
was to expire in about 45 days. 
That meant the church had _ to 
raise $750 or lose the property. This 
amount was raised, and the property 
was purchased for $1,200. Rev. Ruiz 
helped greatly in making the purchase. 
After the property was paid for, the 
pastor, his family, and chureh began 
praying that the Lord would open the 
way for a new parsonage. As they con- 
tinued to pray, Brother and Sister 
DeLeon gave their house to the church. 
The tithes were running from $9 to 
$14 a week. One day Brother McManus’ 
wife asked him what he was going to 
do if the people didn’t support them. 
His reply was, “They’ll just find a pile 
of bones here.” It was somewhat dis- 
couraging as Brother McManus and 
his family had moved from a new six- 
room parsonage, a good church build- 
ing, and a fine group of people, with 
all indebtedness paid and good sup- 














port, yet he said the Lord had direct- 
ed him to come to New Orleans and he 
intended to accomplish something for 
the Lord while here. When the people 
saw that he had a mind to work, th 
tithes began to increase until the 
had good support. You can imagine 
how happy the pastor and his family 
were after the parsonage was complet- 
ed and furnished with new furniture. 
Then a building fund was started and 
continued until something over $6,000 
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was raised on a new church building 
About half of this amount was raise | ©. 


by the L. W. W. B., and this was durin 
the war.. Many boys in the armed 
forces and different ministers and 
members from other congregations 
came here and worshiped with us and 
contributed to the building fund. May 
the blessings of the Lord be on each 
of them. 

This city is dominated by Catholics, 
and we have labored under adverse 
conditions. 

A number of times while we were 
worshiping in the old church building, 
stones and pieces of wood would be 
thrown into the building. Sometimes 
while we were praying, someone would 
shoot into the building with an air 
rifle. Finally, when one boy was arrest- 
ed and took before the judge, it put 
a stop to that kind of conduct. 

In October, 1946, the church and 
pastor decided the opportune time had 
come to erect a new church building. 
The old building was demolished and 
plans had been made for a new build- 


ing. It was at this time we were in :@ 


formed that those in authority ha 
agreed and refused to grant us a per- 
mit to erect a new building. Finally, 
with the assistance of some of our 
friends, a permit was granted. After 
bids were received on the building, 
the lowest bid was about $40,000, so 
the bids were rejected and the pas- 
tor and local congregation decided 
the building could be erected for less 
money. The foundation was laid, and 
a nice brick-veneer building stands as 
a monument in this city in interest of 
lost souls and a credit to the Church 
of God. This building was erected at 
a cost of about $20,000, and is valued 
at about $40,000. The church has a 
partial basement, elevated oak floors, 
nice pews, fluorescent lights, a baby 
grand piano, amber-colored windows, 
and is trimmed in walnut finish. A 
neon sign in front of the building 
reads “Jesus, the Light of the World,” 
—_ underneath this, “The Church of 
Go ” 


We have a broadcast each Sunday 
morning from the church auditorium. 
We have a fine group of people here, 
and at present we have 109 members. 
At different times, 
the war was over, 
were transferred to other local con- 
gregations. This is the pastor’s tenth

its pastor. We have raised our church 
quota for this Assembly year, sold 108 
plates for the Bible School, raised 50c

LEST SATAN TAKE THE ADVANTAGE OF YOU 


Simon Peter tells us that “the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may devour,” and he 
instructed, “whom resist steadfast in the faith, knowing 
that the same afflictions are accomplished in your breth- 
en that are in the world. But the God of all grace, 
who hath called us unto his eternal glory by Christ Jesus, 
| after that ye have suffered a while, make you perfect, 
stablish, strengthen, settle you.” Certainly, this last verse 
is a promise to those who .go through severe tests and 
conflicts with Satan. We must keep in mind that Satan 
is a person; he is not just a principle, an influence—he 
is a person. He not only roars like a lion as he walks 
about through the earth seeking whom he might devour, 
but he is the prince of the power of the air, and many 
times appears as a very beautiful personality, even as an 
angel of light. He is the framer and manipulator of cun- 
ning devices. It is possible for Christians to be well in- 
formed of those devices, but a Christian need not think he 
is immune to the attacks of Satan just because he is a 
Christian. In fact, his being a Christian makes him all the 
more an object of the devil’s attacks and onslaughter. 

As an illustration: Sam went out with his master duck 
hunting. His master said, “Sam, why is it that you are 
always talking about the devil being after you? He never 
is after me.” The question somewhat puzzled Sam. Soon a 
flock of ducks flew up and the master shot down several. 
Of course, it was Sam who did the gathering of the ducks. 
He was still thinking of an answer: for his master. 
On his return with the ducks he said, “Massa, you re- 
member you asked me why it was that the devil was after 
me and he wasn’t after you? Did you notice that I passed 
up the dead ducks but I kept after the crippled ones un- 
til I caught them and then came back and picked up the 
dead ducks?” The master said, “Sure, Sam, I noticed that.” 
Then Sam asked, “Massa, do you know why I did that? It 
was because the dead ducks were safe, I had them. But 
it was the crippled ducks that I was after. The same way 
with you and me. You see, the devil’s done got you, but 
I’m just a crippled duck. He’s still after me.” 

So Satan is still after those whom he does not have 
under his control. He has even been known to slip right 
into great revivals and camp meetings and cause great 
sins to be committed. We are not to be surprised at this, 
for you remember thousands of years ago, in Job’s day, 
that it is said of him, Job. 1:6, “Now there was a day when 
the sons of God came to present themselves before the 
Lord, and Satan came also among them.” You remember 
the victory that Job won over Satan. Then, coming up to 
the early Church, you remember Satan filled the hearts 
of Ananias and Sapphira to lie to the Holy Ghost about 
the disposal of their property, for which they died. The 
devil knows exactly how to take advantage of a person, 
whether it be physically, mentally, or spiritually, and the 
following excerpts from a report given by the Chattanooga 
Times, September 20, is proof of that: 

A man who told police he had “struggled with a great, 
furry beast” after returning home from church that night, 
was charged with strangling his wife and young son. R. C. 
A—, 31, rushed into the home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ww. j Ne about four o’clock in the morning and told them he 
“believed he had killed Ona and the ba y.” The bodies of 
Mrs. A—, 22, and her son, 5, were found in the living room of 
their home. Roane County Sheriff said A— had been 
charged with murder. A— told the sheriff he and his fam- 
ily had been fasting a week before attending a faith taber- 
nacle tent meeting on a lot—which he had donated to the 
church—next door to their home. They returned home 
about 11 p. m., broke their fast with sandwiches, and went 
to bed. During the night, A— said he dreamed of his 
“struggle with the beast,” and thought he was “killing the 
mark of the beast.” The accused man told officers he 
awoke about 4 a.m. and reached across the bed to find his 
wife and son missing. Rushing into the living room, he 
found their bodies. He said he then ran next door to 
the home of his parents, who notified authorities. 
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THANK GOD FOR A WASTEBASKET

The most valuable piece of equipment in any man’s 
office is his wastebasket. Whatever his profession, a gener- 
ous use of the wastebasket is essential to his efficiency. “A 
wise use of the wastebasket,” says one distinguished editor, 
“is the secret of successful editing.” A wise and generous use 
of the wastebasket is also the secret of spiritual blessedness, 

Many lives are encumbered with rubbish that ought 
to go into the wastebasket. This thought underlies the 
scriptural exhortation to “lay aside every weight,” as well 
as the sin that besets the Christian life (Heb.12:1). Old wor- 
ries, grudges and resentments must not be carried into the 
new day. The troubles of yesterday must be put away; 
the trouble that belongs to a given day is all that we 
can bear successfully (Matt. 6:34). The unholy emotions 
of yesterday must not be permitted to befoul the new day. 
“Let not the sun go down upon your wrath” (Eph 4:26). 
Let the heart and the mind be thoroughly purged before 
we dare to sleep. 

Past errors belong in the wastebasket. Everybody errs; 
hence the rubber eraser—the wastebasket’s first cousin. So 
welcome was the invention of the rubber eraser for use on 
pencils that, according to reports, it quickl ly yielded its 
inventor, a New Jersey man, a fortune of more than 
$200,000. There is said to be a man in Egypt who has not 
made an error in five thousand years; but during that 
time he has been in mummified form. The rest of us, 
who still make errors, must learn to acknowledge them, to 
make appropriate restitution and then, having learned our 
lesson, consign our errors to the wastebasket. 

The apostle Paul gives us the perfect formula. In his 
past there were enough sins, errors and omissions to break 
the heart of a truly conscientious Christian. “But,” says 
he, “forgetting those things which are behind, and reach- 
ing forth unto those things which are before, I press to- 
ward the mark for the prize of the high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus” (Phil. 3:13, 14). Paul, however, did 
more about his past than merely to forget it. Forgetting, 
alone, cannot repair injuries which have been inflicted; 
cannot replace life substances which have been dissipated; 
cannot restore opportunities which have been neglected; 
cannot rémove the stains of our delinquency. Paul could 
forget because, gee repentance, he had experienced 
that saving grace which was greater than all his sins.—

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Church Government 


REV. MAX L. 


Text: “God hath set some in the 
church ... governments... .” 


The subject of “Church ‘ Govern- 
ment” is vital in this day of loose 
thinking, even among many Pente- 
costal people. It is both scriptural and 
practical. God hath set it in the 
church, and no man has any right 
to question, deny, or disrespect it. 

The word “governments” in the 
above text comes from a Greek word 
meaning ‘“‘to pilot, to direct, or to gov- 
ern.” The word “church” comes from 
the Greek word “Ecclesia,” which 
means “called out ones.” G. Campbell 
Morgan says, The word “Ecclesia” was 
always used with reference to some 
select company. In the Greek cities 
the governing authority was called 
“Ecclesia,” and this is the same word 
employed for “church” in the New 
Testament. (This is true whether it 
is to be applied to civil, moral, or 
spiritual rule.) According to Dr. Mor- 
gan, the New Testament word for 
“church” and “authority” are synony- 
mous, so that makes it pretty bind- 
ing. I. like Mr. Webster’s definition of 
the word “government.” He says it 
means “exercise of administrative 
powers.” 

I wish to briefly point out four kinds 
of governments: (1) Monarchy—one 
person rule; rule by king, for ex- 
ample. (2) Autocracy—supreme con- 
trol by one person, as a dictator. (3) 
Democracy. Abe Lincoln defines that 
in his own words: “A government of 
the people, by the people, and for 
the people.” In my opinion this form 
of government is next to God’s gov- 
ernment. Thank God for it when it 
is properly executed. (4) Theocracy— 
a government by the minister, as rep- 
resentative of God. This is the type 
suggested by the text. Christ, our 
great Example, was subject to home, 
national, and divine government. You 
can’t be self-willed, independent, and 
unruly and be like Jesus. The prodigal 
son despised goverment; wanted to be 
his own boss; do as he pleased. So, 
he lost his home, fatherly relation- 
ship, and inheritance. He ended up in 
pn hogpen, broke, hungry, and home- 
Sick. 

Let us touch on three general 
phases of this extensive topic: (1) 
The Necessity of Church Government; 
(2) The Power of Church Govern- 
ment; (3) The Maintenance of 
Church Government. 

First of all, let us consider the ne- 
cessity. It is essential for the sake of 
UNION. We are bound together and 
unified in our great effort in the fields 
of missions, evangelism, orphanage, 
and caring for the aged and widows. 
What is more effective and more 
blessed than a united effort. Good 
government is certainly the secret of 
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this. Then, for the sake of ORDER 
in the house of the Lord, we must 
be governed. Paul tells us to do all 
things decently and in order. Thank 
God for good old Bible order, where 
everything is put into its rightful 
place, to render service and glory to 
our God; every minister in his calling 
and in his place, whether he be an 
apostle, prophet, evangelist, pastor, 
deacon, teacher, exhorter, or helper. 
Then, think of the gifts of the Spirit, 
how beautifully they perform under 
proper administration. There is the 
gift of wisdom, the gift of 
knowledge, the gift of faith, the 
gift of healing, the gift of mira- 
cles, the gift of prophecy, the gift of 
discernment, the gift of tongues, the 
gift of interpretation of tongues, all 
of which I should like to discuss if 
time and space would permit. They 
are wonderful; but, brother, they will 
get away from you unless you have 
good solid government. Fanatics 
thrive on these graces. Church gov- 
ernment provides that PROTECTION 
which is so greatly needed, protection 
for the individual, the church, and the 
cause of Christ. Not only fanaticism, 
but there’s the danger of worldliness, 
false doctrines, and sin creeping in. 
Proper. supervision, by Spirit-filled 
men of sound wisdom, is indispensa- 
ble. A good fence (church govern- 
ment) will keep the sheep in and the 
wolf out. If peradventure the devil 
does get in, he will have a cold re- 
ception. 

“Oh,” someone says, “church rules 
take all my FREEDOM.” That is not 
true. On the contrary, it gives free- 
dom. Obedience to law and order 
brings freedom. Transgression brings 
condemnation and death. Such a pow- 
erful unit as the New Testament 
church certainly requires some gover- 
norship. Things uncontrolled are dan- 
gerous. When you lose control of a 
beast, he becomes a peril. Lose con- 
trol of your car, and it will hit the 
ditch. Then think of the destruction 
caused every day just because men 
lose control of fire and water. The 
damage soars into the millions. Broth- 
er, when a church member gets out 
of control, look out, something bad 
is going to happen. He will tear up 
the mike, destroying both himself 
and the church. Beware of these un- 
controllable church members; they 
are dangerous. 

Go out into the pasture, catch that 
horse and put him in the harness, and 
he will pull your cart and carry your 
burden. But he is no good until you 
get him into the harness. Loose mules, 
running all over the country, kicking 
up their heels, are not worth a dime 
with a hole in it. Why don’t you get 
into the harness where you can pull 


and help bear the burden? then, at 
the close of the day (death), the 
Master (Christ) will take you into His 
shelter (heaven) and give you food 
(hidden manna) and rest (eternal 
rest). 

Robert Fulton captured the steam, 
put it into harness, and today it 
moves great ships at sea, and loco- 
motives on land, and keeps the wheels 
of industry humming from dawn to 
the setting of the sun. Benjamin 
Franklin brought down the jagged 
lightning, threw harness on it, and it 
makes our lights, chills our meats, 
bakes our bread, and washes and irons 
our clothes. A power must be brought 
under control, or governed, before it 
is serviceable. 

We look next at the power or au- 
thority of church government. Many 
scriptures sustain this. (a) To set 


things in order, 1 Cor. 11:34, “The rest ) @: 


will I set in order when I come.” (b 
To make appointments, Acts 6:3, 
“Whom we may appoint over this 
business.” Note in verse 2 this authori- 
ty given by the Twelve to look after 
the neglected widows. (c) Ordain 
ministers, Titus 1:5, “That thou 
shouldest set in order the things that 
are wanting, and ordain elders in 
every city, as I have appointed thee.” 
Here we have a threefold usage of 
authority: first, to set things in order; 
second, to ordain ministers; third, to 
make appointments. (d) To send 
forth missionaries, Acts 13:2, 3, “The 
Holy Ghost said, Separate me Barna- 
bas and Saul for the work whereunto 
I have called them. And when they 
had fasted and prayed and laid their 
hands on them, they sent them away.” 
This passage brings forth the call 
of the Holy Ghost, the ordination of 
the brethren, the approval of the 
church, and the assignment of a 
definite field of labor—system, order 
and church government in operation. 
(e) To settle disputes, Acts 15:6, “And 
the apostles and elders came together 


for to consider of this matter.” viri ]

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Next we take you to the teachings 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. Matt. 18:15, 
“Moreover if thy brother shall tres- 
pass against thee, go and tell him his 
fault between thee and him alone: if 

e shall hear thee, thou hast gained 
thy brother.” Your first duty, then, is 
to tell him of his fault alone and not 
to strow it to the whole community. 
Save him if you can; by so doing you 
may save a soul from death and hide 
a multitude of sins, James 5:20. It may 
be far better to save a man in the 


»z On than to turn him out. When 
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nce he goes out into open sin, he 
may never have the courage to re- 
turn again. Note verse 16, “But if he 
will not hear thee, then take with thee 
one or two more, that in the mouth 
of two or three witnesses every word 
may be established.” Then, according 
to this, our next step would be to re- 
store him in the spirit of meekness, 
Gal. 6:11. Verse 17, “If he shall neg- 
lect to hear them, tell it unto the 
church: but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as an 
heathen man and a publican.” This 
is the final step: he is to be excluded. 

It is a serious matter to take a soul 
into hands; therefore, it should be 
done with all precaution and right- 
eous consideration. The very next 
verse makes it binding. Verse 18, “Ver- 
ily I say unto you, Whatsoever ye 
shall bind on earth shall be bound in 
heaven: and whatsoever ye_ shell 
loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven.” If Bible steps are taken,

ohn 9, “Diotrephes, who loveth to 
have the preeminence among them, 
receiveth us not.” Here we see a pas- 
tor out of order, ignoring John the 
overseer’s authority. Good church 
government holds every preacher in 
order from the General Overseer 
down. Look, then, at the next verse, 
verse 10, “Neither doth he himself 
receive the brethren, and forbiddeth 
them that would, and casteth them 
out of the church.” This is an example 
of authority misused. Sometimes 
members are turned out for frivolous 
reasons. God forbid. Diotrephes pulled 
out of the church independent, cast- 
ing out the members who wished to 
remain faithful to the church. This, 
also, is a modern practice in some 
places. 


Note another authority given. (g) To 
pass decrees, Acts 16:4, “And as they 
went through the cities, they deliv- 
ered them the decrees for to keep, 
that were ordained of the apostles 
and elders which were at Jerusalem.” 
Jerusalem was headquarters for the 
Early Church. Please note that they 


r Yeo centralized and not congre- 


ational or local government. The de- 
crees were passed at headquarters by 
the ministers in council and sent out 
to the churches. That sounds like the 
Church of God to me. What do you 
think about it? 

Let us consider a few scriptures that 
deal with those who disrespect church 
authority. Heb. 13:17, “Obey them that 
have the rule over you and submit 
yourselves: for they watch for your 
souls.” Good rulers are to be had and

held in high esteem, if we hope to 
have good subjects. We don’t need 
bosses, lords, and dictators over the 
church, but men of experience, ability, 
wisdom, impartiality, and love. Then, 
again, we’re told in 1 Thess. 5:12, 13, 
“Know them which labour among 
you, and are over you in the Lord. 
Warn them that are unruly.” 2 Peter 
2:10, “But chiefly them that walk 
after the flesh in the lust of unclean- 

ess, and DESPISE GOVERNMENT. 

resumptuous are they, selfwilled, 
they are not afraid to speak evil of 
dignities.” Peter gives us a picture of 
those who disrespect God’s govern- 
ment. Look them over; they are adul- 
terers; they are rebels; they are pre- 
sumptuous (that is, they are daring; 
say their membership is in heaven, 
and dare you to try to turn them out). 
Brother, go back and read again what 
Jesus had to say about it in Matt. 
18:15-18. They are selfwilled (want 
to have their own way about every- 
thing); they are disrespectful (just 
as soon talk about the general, state, 
or district overseer, or pastor as they 
would the devil); they have no re- 
spect for dignities. 


For further information we take 
you to Jude 11, “And perished in the 
gainsaying of Core.” What was the 
sin of Core? Study your Bible. It was 
none other than the denial of the 
authorty of God’s man, Moses. Read 
on. Verse 12, “These are spots in your 
feasts of charity, when they feast with 
you, feeding themselves without fear: 
clouds they are without water, car- 
ried about of winds; trees whose fruit 
withereth, without fruit, twice dead, 
plucked up by the roots.” Isn’t that 
enough? No, read on, brother, the 
next verse, verse 13, “Raging waves 
of the sea, foaming out their shame; 
wondering stars.” A whole book could 
be written on these three verses, but 
we shall try to sum them up in a few 
lines. Now, these were rebellious, 
loose-leaf, free horses of Moses’ day. 
They were bold; would come right up 
and eat out of your hand. They were 
empty clouds without rain. They were 
unstable, wind-tossed. They were un- 
fruitful, like a tree out of harmony 
with the season. They were dead, 
twice dead, uprooted. They were rest- 
less, like sea waves, wild and uncon- 
trollable. They were mouthers. How 
they could run that tongue, testify 
and shout free to do as they pleased; 
but, they were foaming out their own 
shame. They were gadders-about, 
wondering stars (wondering where 
they would be next), out of place, un- 
certain, not dependable, no guide to 
the lost. Like the two boys who killed 
their father’s pig, one said to the 
other, “Where are we going to stick 
him? the other said just anywhere 
will be all right, I suppose.” That 
is the way of these rambling hobos. 
Anywhere is home sweet home, 
wherever they can get a handout. 
They’re like a stray dog trotting about 
over the town, smelling around, turn- 
ing over garbage cans, and licking 
skillets. No wonder they are so poor 
(in the true sense of spirituality). 
They trot themselves to death looking 


for a handout, a skillet, or free din- 
ner. My, how they do thrive on these 
big home-comings and free barbecues. 
They will go for miles to glut and put 
on an “amen” exhibition. Brother, 
you can tell them as far as you can 
see or hear them. They are not hard 
to label. But their spirits fall when 
you take the offering. It knocks all 
the shout out until that’s over. The 
truth about it is, they are like an owl 
—all fuss and feathers; like an empty 
wagon or boxcar— you can tell when 
they are passing. So much for that. 
We shall touch lightly on the last 
point—the maintenance of church 
government. 

How is church government fi- 
nanced? That is a good question. Any- 
thing that is worth having is worth 
financing. At least, the Lord looks at 
it in that way, and I think He is 
right, don’t you? What did Jesus have 
to say about it? Read Matt. 22:21, 
“Render therefore unto Ceaser the 
things that are Ceasar’s; and unto 
God the things that are God’s.” The 
thought is made plain. Pay your taxes 
to Caesar for the operation of the na- 
tional government; then do as much 
for God, pay your tithes into the 
church for the operation of her gov- 
ernment. That is easy to understand; 
that is, if you want to understand it. 
Of course, some can’t see it for the 
mighty dollar dangling before their 
eyes. But, friend, it is right there— 
a blessing if you do and a curse if 
you don’t. It is up to you; get your 
blessing or curse, whichever you pre- 
fer. I had rather have the blessing. 

Note again, Romans 13:6, “For this 
cause pay ye tribute also: for they 
are God’s ministers, attending con- 
tinually upon this very thing.” The 
plan is simple—taxes for the govern- 
ment of the land, and tithing for the 
governing support of the church. I 
can’t make anything else out of that. 
Then, verse 7 comes in. “Render 
therefore to ALL their DUES: tribute 
to whom tribute is due.” Pay your tax 
and vay your tithes. It is God’s way 
of financing His administrative pro- 
gram. Isa. 9:7, “Of the INCREASE of 
His GOVERNMENT and peace there 
shall be no end.” Brother, you might 
as well come right on, for neither you 
nor the devil will ever hear the last of 
good old church government, so get on 
board and pav your fare. Amen.

What is our answer to the talents of 
television? This, I suppose, has been a 
question in the minds of many for 
quite some time. 

First of all, I am of the profound 
opinion that television is here to stay, 
and it will be necessary for us to be- 
come adjusted to this fact. The per- 
manent agency of television, or the 
vehicle through which the world is 
kept informed, entertained, influenced, 
or beguiled, is no longer a novel af- 
fair, but a reality. 

There is a question in the minds 
of many as to the difference in the 
movie, or having television in the 
home. This is a question we must an- 
swer in order to properly guide the 
youth of our day, because we cannot 
avoid hearing their questions, and 
neither can we ignore the possibilities 
of television. 

I have before me a copy of the 
November 2 issue of the “Pentecostal 
Holiness Advocate,” which states, “The 
question as to the difference” between 
the television in the home and the 
movie “should be analyzed and con- 
sidered along the following lines: 

“a. The atmosphere in the Chris- 
tian home is the family circle. The 
family circle is far more wholesome 
than any movie house provides. 

“b. One can shut off completely, or 
switch, any objectionable television 
intrusion in the home, but such is 
not possible in the movies. 

“c. I understand that a more rigid 
censoring of television is being con- 
ducted with a view of protecting the 
family circle. 

“d. The movie houses are now capi- 
talizing on the more sensational shows, 
hoping to draw to the movies and away 
from television, all who are thus in- 
clined. 

“e, A family is not supporting, to the 
same extent, the corrupt Hollywood 
industry when sitting at home with 
television. 

“These five points presented above 
are not to be considered necessarily as 
an endorsement of television in its to- 
tality. They are hereby given as an 
honest comparison between home-in- 
stalled television and the public movie 
houses. However, it all goes back to the 
great need for a clean heart and for 
the needed grace to control television 
in our homes. We must recognize the 
fact that sight is far more powerful 
than sound, and that television is a 
combination of the two, which, when 
combined, into an instrument, the 
appeal is far more effective. Thus, we 
need to watch that television does not 
cause the family altar to completely 
disappear; watch that the family cir- 
cle is not contaminated with sugges- 
tive shows that project themselves 
right into our homes where youngsters 
will be subjected to their inductive 
powers.,.We must watch that.our tele- 
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vised homes do not become a center 
of neighborhood endorsement, rather 
than a place of worship.” 

When the radio first came into be- 
ing and Christian homes began to 
install them, numbers of people were 
greatly criticized because the radio 
contained certain programs which, it 
was felt, were not wholesome or con- 
ducive to Christian ethics. However, 
we found that the radio could be 
turned off whenever we wished to 
turn it off, and could be turned on 
when desired. We can turn it on for 
religious broadcasts, church programs, 
political speeches, and the news re- 
sume, which are of interest to most 
people and which are not evils. Rather, 
they are helpful. In my opinion, tele- 
vision will serve the same purpose. 
You may turn it off when you see 
things you do not wish to see, and 
there is plenty on television, I’m sure, 
which is not wholesome, and which 
would be better not to have shown in 
the homes. But, children with proper 
Christian training and the family al- 
tar still in force, certainly will guide 
and direct us in our deliberations with 
reference to watching television. We 
can turn it off when we wish, and 
turn it on when we wish. We can 


turn it on to see and hear the 
singing of good quartets, the speak- 
ing of various personalities, such 
as the President of the United 
States, and number of others whom we 
should appreciate seeing and hearing 
Then, there are certain programs that 


would not be good to see, and, of of 
course, we should have grace in our r 
hearts to distinguish the right from the - 
wrong. It isn’t the television that does fo: 
the harm. It is what people allow to 1

Response to the Army’s religious 
program by youthful recruits recently 
called into uniform has been unusually 
good, a spot check of installation in 
which the young soldiers are processed 
or stationed reveals. 

Additional chapel services have been 
scheduled; attendance has increased; 
and interest in chapel activities, such 
as choirs, Sunday Schools, and Bible 
Classes, is high, the Chief of Army 
Chaplains, Major General Roy H. 
Parker, stated today. 

Typical of reports received from the 
field is the following from Chaplain 
(Lt. Col.) Frank R. Jenkins, Post Chap- 
lain at Fort Leonard Wood, Missouri: 

“In the Sixth Armored Division, 
especially at the chapel in the area 
where men are being processed, there 
have been such crowds that additional 
nonscheduled services have had to be 
held to accommodate those who 
wanted to attend. It must be remem- 
bered that many of these men attend- 
ing have been in the Army for less 
than two weeks. Now that basic train- 
ing is to begin .. . it will be necessary

to hold services in theaters... to care 
for the crowds.” 

The increase in chapel attendance 
is reported from various installations 
in reference to Catholic, Protestant, 
and Jewish services. The Army report- 
ed last September that it would reopen 
179 chapels to insure a complete pro- 
gram of religious services and moral 
counseling at installations reactivated 
to serve the expanding armed forces. 

Many chaplains stressed tne high ; 
moral character of the men entering 
the Army. 

“All the chaplains have been im- ] 
pressed with the high calibre of men ' 
coming into the Army,” Chaplain (Lt. 
Col.) Leonard J. McAlteer, 43d Infan- 
try Division, reports. “The attitude, 
generally, is one of eagerness, and 
morale among them is good. They seem 
to have an appreciation of why it was 
necessary to call them into service 
and are accepting it in good spirit... .”

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Power in the Name of Yesus

“And she shall bring forth a son, 
and thou shalt call his name JESUS: 
for he shall save his people from their 
sins,” Matt. 1:21. 

We see that the name “Jesus” 
means “Saviour.” He is also referred 
to as the Lord Jesus Christ—“Lord” 
meaning “a king”; “Christ,” the 
“Anointed One.” Many men have been 
made kings by men, but Jesus carries 
the greater name, because He is the 
only begotten Son of God. He was a 
special Son, given by His Father as a 
sacrifice for sin, after all other offer- 
ings had failed to provide adequate 
cleansing for the heart of man. 

This Jesus came with power and 
authority to save men and women 
from their sins. Jesus was born of 
heavenly birth to start with, but we 
have to have the second, or new birth, 
from heaven through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

Then, in Luke 24:47, Jesus points out 
our responsibility as His ministers to- 
day: “And that repentance and re- 
mission of sins should be preached 
in his name among all nations, be- 
ginning at Jerusalem.” 

Let us notice how His name was 
used with powerful results. In Mark 
16:17, we notice that devils were cast 
out in the name of Jesus, and that 
through laying on of hands in His 
name the sick were made whole. So, 


we can’t emphasize His name too 
much. 

In Acts 3:6, Peter says to the lame 
man, “Silver and gold have I none; 
but such as I have give I thee. In the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise 
up and walk.” Acts 4:10, “. .. by the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
whom ye crucified, whom God raised 
from the dead, even by him doth this 
man stand here before you whole.” 
Verse 12, “Neither is there salvation 
in any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” 
Yes, Jesus shall be our King. Isa. 32:1, 
“Behold, a king shall reign in right- 
eousness, and princes shall rule in 
judgment.” Daniel 7:13, 14, “I saw in 
the night visions, and, behold, one 
like the Son of man came with the 
clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days, and they brought 
him near before him. And there was 
given him dominion, and glory, and 
a kingdom, that all people, nations 
and languages, should serve him.” 

In conclusion, I am sure it will be 
of interest for all of us to consider 
the power, the honor, and the glory 
of Christ’s name as described by Paul 
the apostle and John the Beloved: In 
1 Tim. 6:15, He is, or will be, King of 
kings and Lord of lords. In other 
words, He will be King over all the 
earth, and we, if we are faithful at 
His first coming, when He comes back 
to set up His kingdom on the earth, 
will reign as kings and priests under 
the greatest King that ever lived or 
ever will live, the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Rev. 17:14, “These shall make war 
with the Lamb, and the Lamb shall 
overcome them: for he is Lord of 
lords, and King of kings: and they

that are with him are called, and 
chosen, and faithful.” Rev. 19:16, “And 
he hath on his vesture and on his 
thigh a name written, KING OF 
KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS.” 
Many kings are wicked, like Nero and 
Herod, and many others who have 
had the saints of God put to death, 
but when this great King of glory 
drives all ungodly kings from the 
earth, chains Satan with a _ great 
chain, and casts him into the bottom- 
less pit, together with all the false 
prophets and the antichrist, we shall 
have peace on earth. Even the serpent 
will be tamed, and wild animals will 
be peaceable. They will lose their 
vicious nature, because the knowledge 
of the glory of the Lord will cover the 
earth as the waters cover the sea.

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FLATTERY 


REV. D. H. DELK, BESSEMER, N. C. 


Prov. 26:28, “A lying (flattering) 
tongue hateth those that are afflicted 
by it; (for) a flattering mouth work- 
eth ruin” (deception that bringeth 
ruin). 

“Flattery”’ means. to gain by false 
praise; undue compliments. Flattery 
is perfume that may do to smell, but 
never to swallow. In Acts 12, Herod, 
no doubt, swallowed it, but swallowed 
deathly poison. “HE WAS EATEN OF 
WORMS.” 

Johnson said, “Of all the wild 
beasts, preserve me from a flatterer.” 

Be sure, if some one says you are 
good, to ask yourself if it is true. I 
know the Bible says give honor to 
who honor is due, but it also says 
render fear to whom fear is due. The 
Good Book says, also, to behold the 
goodness AND the SEVERITY of God. 

Somone said their preacher had 
quit telling them not to associate with 
bad company, for he knew they had 
to associate with one another. Another 
said their preacher had quit rebuking 
sin. There is a radio book now ad- 


vising preachers never to condemn, 
for it doesn’t put a good taste in folk’s 
mouth toward the church. 

“A flattering mouth worketh ruin.” 
It was so with Absalom ( 2 Samuel 
15). He used flattery to steal the 
hearts of the people from his father. 

Prov. 20:19, “Meddle not with him 
that flattereth with his lips.” FLAT- 
TERY CAUSES FOLK TO BE PUFFED 
UP BEYOND MEASURE, beyond their 
ability, or even beyond their calling. 
1 Tim. 5:22, “Lay hands suddenly on 
no man.” In other words, don’t rush 
a young preacher too fast. Don’t call 
them reverend too quickly. Don’t flat- 
ter. Don’t go to excess in praise (how- 
ever, don’t fail to say an encouragang 
word), for a novice will be lifted up 
with pride, and fall into condemna- 
tion of the devil, 1 Tim. 3:6. 

When I first started trying to 
preach, one lady put her thumb right 
at the end of her finger, and said, 
“Brother Delk, if you’ll stay about 
that big, God will bless you.” Those 
words have rung in my ears many 
times and have been a blessing to me. 
I surely believe in encouraging any 
one who talks or testifies good, but to 
flatter him may cause him to venture 
out more than God wants him to, 


thereby he may fail, and the reproach 
do harm. 

We all need to study ourselves, 
search for our failings, probably use 
the advice of an enemy, or a critic, 
intead of one of our close friends. 
(Most all of us have some one that 
would like to give us something be- 
sides flattering words, and it might 
pay us to listen some.) 

“If we would not flatter ourselves, 
the flattery of others could not hurt 
us.”—Rochefoucauld. Prov. 27:5, 6, 
“Open rebuke is better than secret 
love, but the (Judas) kisses of an 
enemy are deceitful.” A secret love 
is a myth, a fake, useless, and dead; 
in fact, love will not be secret; it is ’ 
bound te show up somewhere. 

Prov. 13:24, “He that spareth the 
rod hateth his son, but he that loveth 
him chasteneth him betimes.” We see 
that love will warn, rebuke, and 
chasten. NO, NO, DIVINE LOVE NEV- 
ER FLATTERS! 

In Gal. 2:14, we read where Paul; 
instead of flattering Peter, rebuked 
him. In 1 Cor. 11:17, “In this (dis- 
order...)I praise you not.” 

Prov. 27:6, “Faithful are the wounds 
of a friend.” A friend will not flatter,

The Jewish Wailing Wall

A brief history of the Wailing Wall 
runs as follows: 

The Wailing Wall is a part of 
Herod’s Temple Western Wall, which 
was built in the year 20 B.C., on the 
very temple wall built by Zerubabel 
in the year 520 B.C. The present 
lower courses of the wall are com- 
prised of large blocks which date 
from the time of Herod, but the ones 
above are post-Herodian time. Some 
of the lower blocks measure 18 to 30 
feet long and 10 to 20 feet wide. Jews, 
since many centuries, formed the cus- 
tom of resorting to this wall for wail- 
ing and praying, but it was suspended 
in modern times until Sir Moses 
Montefoire. obtained the privilege 
from the Turkish Sultan Abd el 
Hamid in the year 1878, when the 
Jews revived the old custom. The 
Wailing Wall is considered by the 
World Jewry to be the only holy place 
in their possession, and it is very 
sacred to them, as it falls in the im- 
mediate area of the first temple built 
by King Solomon 1,000 B. C. 


Jews from all over the world come 
as pilgrims to visit this wall; just as 
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Wailing Wall in Seresclom 


the Christians come to Bethlehem 
and the Moslems to Mecca. On Friday 
afternoons and eves of feast days, 
the wailers are seen in great numbers. 
You see old men and women kissing 
the stones of that wall, reading aloud 
of their bygone glory, with tears 
streaming down their faces. Also, 
young men and young women, girls 
and boys, come rallying their flags 
and candles there. Many nails have 
been pounded in between the stones 
in accordance to a passage found in 
the book of Ezra, ch. 9:8. “To give us 
a nail in his holy place.” 

Those wailers chant their litany in 
solo and chorus while shaking and 
jerking their heads forward and back- 
ward, and in this manner: 


LEADER: For the temple that is 
destroyed, 


CHORUS:We sit in sclitude and 
mourn. 


LEADER: For the walls that are 
overthrown, 


CHORUS: We sit in solitude and 
mourn.

LEADER: For our majesty which 
departed, 

CHORUS: We sit in solitude and 
mourn. 

LEADER: For our great men who 
lie dead, 

CHORUS: We sit in solitude and 
mourn. 


LEADER: For the precious stones 
that are burned, 


CHORUS: We sit in solitude ang 
mourn. 


LEADER: For our kings who have 
despised Him, 


CHORUS: We sit in solitude and 
mourn. 


These and similar aniphonies are 
sung from the Psalms, from the books 
of Jeremiah and Lamentations. 


The Jews continued enjoying wail- 
ing and praying at this wall until the 
year 1948, when the Palestine trouble 
broke out between them and the 
Arabs. Though in previous years 
troubles between the two parties con- 
cerned used to take place nearly 
every three to five years, they were 
not on a large scale, and every time 
was suppressed by the British Man- 
datory Government. The cause of the 
Palestine trouble was over the prom- 
ise given to the Jews in 1914 by Brit- 
ain that they should establish a 
national home for the Jews in Pales- 
tine. This promise was given on No- 
vember 2, 1914, by Sir Balfour, who 
was the prime minister for Great 
Britian at that time. Natives of Pales- 
tine, ever since the promise was de- 
clared, rose up and fought against the 
Jews and the British Mandate in the 
country. Many lost their lives until 
the year 1948, when Britain fulfilled 
her vow or promise for the Jews. Al- 
though the Jews have occupied four- 
sevenths of the country, yet none of 
the Biblical historical places had 
fallen into their hands; even this 
Wailing Wall, which was their only 
place of hope, has been lost to the 
Arabs. Jews occupy three-fourths of 
New Jerusalem, but since the Wailing 
Wall is inside the city wall, they lost 
such a privilege. A boundary line has 
been fixed between both parties and 
not one can be permitted to cross the 
line. Part of the country in occupa- 
tion of the Arabs now is called the 
he gee Sector of the Jordan Govern- 
ment. 


People wishing to visit these holy 
places are advised to go to Lebanon 
through Syria and to Jordan, where 
they can visit all the places without, 
any difficulty or hindrance. 


Dear readers, thank God for the 
new birth He has given us which is 
the source of all happiness and re- 
joicing, also the hope of being with 
the Lord throughout eternity.

“I first want to state that during my 
20 years’ experience I have never had 
church attendance as large or as en- 
thusiastic as I find it here at Camp 
Polk. The young men we have received 
as fillers have. come from far corners 
of the nation and represent many 
faiths but are eager to have a part 
in services... .” 

Chaplain (Captain) Leonard A. Ellis, 
30th AAA AW Battalion, Fort Custer, 
Michigan: 

“The response of the new soldiers to 
the religion and moral program was 
most encouraging. .. . It is estimated 
that at least 94 per cent of the soldiers 
attended services regularly each Sun- 
day during their stay here... .” 

From Fort Riley, Kansas, Chaplain 
(Lieutenant Colonel) James J. McMa- 
hon, 10th Infantry Division chaplain, 
reports: 

“One Sunday morning a company of 
our regiment, which was just begin- 
ning its training, appeared at the 


ice. Our chapel was already overflow- 
ing. I expressed my regrets to the men 
and suggested they return for the ves- 
per service that night. They all re- 
turned that night, and I learned later 
that the company commander had 
given the men the choice of attend- 
ing the service, going to the post x- 
change, or attending the movies in a 
body. The whole company had chosen 
to go to church.” 

In addition to his responsibilities as 
spiritual leader for the troops, the 
chaplain plays a major role in helping 
the new soldier adjust to Army life. 
Early in the processing, the chaplain 
addresses the men. He brings to their 
attention the various religious activi- 
ties available to them, gives them in- 
formation on seeing the chaplains of 
their particular faiths for religious in- 
struction or personal counseling, and 
presents the first Chaplain’s Hour dis- 
cussion. The Chaplain’s Hour is part 
of the Army’s Character Guidance pro- 
gram and consists of discussions on 
various topics dealing with citizenship 
and morality. ~ 

In reporting to the Chief of Chap- 
lains, Chaplain (Major) Emmett G. 
Jones, Camp Roberts, California, 
wrote: 

“At the end of the first lecture on 
Character Guidance, when the Chap- 
lain dismissed them to the sergeant 
in charge, there was a spontaneous 
applause from the soldiers as evidence 
of the appreciation and acceptance of 
the message and lesson conveyed by 
this lecture. Their action throughout, 
both by personal word of mouth and

but will tell you the truth. The truth 
may hurt, but it also may heal. In 
Prov. 9:8, “Reprove not a_ scorner, 
lest he hate thee; rebuke a wise man, 
and he will love thee.” Now, are we 
wise? or are we scorners? FLATTERY 
IS AN ATTRIBUTE OF THE ANTI- 
CHRIST. Read Dan. 11:21; also, in 2 
Tim. 4, we read that people will go 
where they are flattered, where they 
are called good, where they will not 
be rebuked for their meanness. It is 
like Isa. 30:1 on’t see our sins; 
don’t tell the truth. “Prophesy de- 
ceits,” “flattery.” But Prov. 24:24 says, 
“He that saith unto the wicked, Thou 
art righteous; him shall the people 
curse.” Yes, a flattering mouth work- 
eth ruin. It deceives precious souls, 
lets them go on into the damnation 
of hell. 

Isa. 58:1 doesn’t say flatter, but 
“cry aloud, spare not, lift up the voice 
like a trumpet,” and show folk their 
sins. 

Read Matt. 3:8-10. John the Baptist 
meant to say, “Don’t flatter your- 
selves, for you are wicked; you need 
to repent.” Read Matt. 23:33. There 
we see where our. Saviour didn’t flat- 
ter sinners. 

In closing, read this carefully. From 
the book of symbols, the flatterer is 
the most dangerous enemy we can 
have. A flatterer is a beast that bit- 
eth smiling. It is hard to know flat- 
terers from friends. They are so ob- 
sequious and full of protestations. A 
wolf resembles a dog, so doth a flat- 
terer a friend. 
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
